CHINA.

Dates extend to the 25th August. The English mail of 30th 


June arrived out on the 14th, and the following French mail of 
7th July on the 22nd August. The following items are from the 
North China Herald of 25th August :— 


There has been a missionary disturbance at a village near 
Ningpo. In the course of a procession praying for rain, a native 
Christian preacherthought fit to hold forth against idolatry, and, 
it is said, struck the idol. The people thought the time inoppor- 
tune, and beat him. The magistrate ordered 400 blows a-piece, to 
the preacher for insulting the religion of the country and being 
thereby instrumental in getting up a row—to the others for mak- 
ing arow. Our correspondent’s letter gives some details, for the 
accuracy of which, however, he cannot strictly vouch, as they are 
derived from a Chinese source. Dr. Parker, it will be seen, denies 
the truth of the statement that the preacher struck the idol. It 
is, of course, difficult to ascertain the exact truth in these Chinese 
rows ; and the question is one of credibility. Our informant as- 
sured us that he had made careful inquiry, and believed his ver- 
sion to be true. We shall probably hear more anon. 

We hear that the Taoutai has withdrawn the prohibition 
against Portuguese subjects taking out permits at the Customs 
to land opium. 

The P’cking Gazette contains a rather amusing memorial from 
Tseng-kwo-Fan, regarding the appointment of a magistrate to 
Pao-shan. We have always heard the Chinese speak of this office 
asarich sinecure. The Pao-shan district is Barely agricultural ; 
there is very little to do in it, and the yield of land-tax is said 
to be enormous, leaving a fine margin for the magistrate. Great 
stress is laid upon the fact of Woosung being in his district ; 
but we do not see very clearly what he has to do with the 
steamers which pass inand out of the Wangpoo. He might per- 
haps do something, if he would, to make the junks anchor in 
better order. 

Newchwang is enjoying delightful weather, so cool that some 
distinguished visitors who have run over from Chefoo only wish 
they could send for their families and remain longer. Next year 
our correspondent suggests excursion steamers weekly between 
Newchwang and Shanghai. Thus far the rains have not been ex- 
cessive and the crops are promising, but the news from Tientsin 
of the want and suffering there, can but exact sympathy and un- 
certainty for this province until the wet season has passed. At 
Kaichow, twenty miles south, there has been a flood, which caused 
great loss of property, and a large number of lives. The foreign 
community have subscribed liberally for those who are thus des- 
titute. The Russian gunboat Gornostay and French open 
have visited us, and now we have the American gun vessel Palos, 
to remain until November. Business in imports has greatly im- 

roved, while produce has advanced in value, owing to an unusual 

mand from Swatow, Hong Kong, and Japan. 

There is nothing startling at Chefoo, and life there would be 
very dull but for the number of visitors and health-seekers from 
Shanghai and other places who have honoured it with their pre- 
sence. Mr. Wade, with Mrs. Wade and family, left on the 10th 
inst., in H.M.S. Ocean, for Tientsin. On hoisting his flag as Mi- 
nister Mr. Wade received the customary salutes from the men-of- 
The Ocean has returned from her trip 
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to Taku with Mr. Wade, and succeeded, we hear, in running 
down a large Amoy trading junk on her return passage. The 
crew of the junk, forty hands, were saved. H.M.’s Minister is 
unfortunate ; the even ran ashore in bringing him down. Some 

ple will think he had better travel by ordinary steamers. He 
fort Tientsin in boat, en route for Peking, on the evening of the 
15th August. 

By the Customs statistics of trade at Shanghai for the second 
quarter of 1871, looking first at Cotton Goods, we find the enor- 
mous import of 3,210,694 pieces Grey Shirtings, against 954,153 
last year ; and 1,161,354 pieces T-Cloths, against 637,637. The im- 
port of Drills has risen from 58,000 to 100,000, and that of Chintzes 
fallen from 109,000 to 15,000, There has been a considerable 
decrease, too, in Velvets, Velveteens, and Dimities. The aggre- 
gate import of Woollens is 13,000 pieces less than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1870. Spanish Stripes and Lastings show 
each an increase of 5,000 pieces; Crape Lastings, Long Ells, and 
Lustres, each a falling off. 

We take the following extracts from a letter on the overland 
journey to China through Siberia in the Shanghai Courier. The 
writer says :— 

Robber hordes in large bodies infest the caravan roads of Mon- 
golis, They are from Thibet or its neighbourhood, and of the 
tribe of Kirghis. The Russian merchants have stopped shipping, 
or rather transporting, their teas to Kiachta; 2,000 Chinese 
troops have been sent on to quell this insurrection, and the Rus- 
sians in the north have sent troops to the number of 800, princi- 
pally artillery, for the protection of Urga. At this Russian 
protection the Kirghis are very much annoyed, as it was their pur- 
pose to rifle and plunder the place. Asaconsequence of this state 
of things the traveller has great difficulty in obtaining Mongols, 
and if obtained (there are very few here just now) they want to 
go at least 100 miles to the eastward of the direct route, on pur- 
pose to avoid |the Kirghis banditti. Taking all things into con- 
sideration, it would be anything but pleasant to be taken by them 
and thought to be a Russian subject, 

On the road from Tientsin we saw in a Joss-house (a large one 
with a pagoda in its grounds and close to Peking) a very consider- 
able quantity of poppy seed stored for future culture in this neigh- 
bourhood. In the neighbourhood of Shuen-wha-foo we saw large 
fields of the poppy under cultivation, much of it in bloom with 
white flower, but principally with pod containing seed. Several men 
were employed in scraping with a piece of iron the pod or bulb 
containing the seed into a small pot held in his other hand. This 
scraping dt peo goes on every morning. I thought the opium 
was not allowed to be grown in China ; here in one place it is 
right under the walls of a large city; in another close to their 
metropolis, and, if I mistake not, within Imperial ground. 

The Peking Gazette of the 19th July| mentions the arrival in 
the Hupeh province of an embassy from Cochin China, on its 
way to Peking. Of course it brings “tribute ’—among which 
figure three elephants ; but one of these died at Wuchang, either 
from fatigue or from the care of the “ elephant doctor.” It would 
be interesting to know how these animals are taken through 
China. If they are marched, and the roads are anything like 
they are in this province, their death from fatigue is not sur- 
prising. 

As an example of the heavy weather that has lately occurred on 
the coast, we call attention to the reports of the ships Daylight, 
Esmeralda, Vesta, and Canton, which have had to put back. The 
British barque Kedron, which sailed for New York on August 16th, 
tea laden, had also to put back to Woosung, with loss of sails, é&c. 

The new church of the American Presbyterian mission at Tung- 
Chow has been successfully and quietly opened. Large crowds as- 
sembled on the occasion, but were perfectly quiet and orderly. 

We are glad to learn that the new light-ship has arrived safely 
at Newchwang, and is in working order. 

The Evening Express has ceased to exist. Uncertain whether 
it may not at some future time be resuscitated, it requests that its 
farewell may not be considered final. 

The ship Victoria Nyanza was detained eight days at Woosung 
for want of water to cross the bar. Evidently the necessity for 
dredging has not been obviated by the new soundings. 

The Hong Kong, steamer, from London, has brought out the 
plates of a steamer made at the yard of Messrs. A. and J. Inglis, 
Glasgow, to be put up in Shanghai on behalf of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company. The engines from one of the old 
steamers are to be fitted in her. Some iron cargo boats also went 
out for the company. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


The news of Mr. Wade’s appointment as Minister to Peking, 
which was received by celegreph about a fortnight ago, has nei- 
ther surprised nor gratified the foreign residents in China, and 
has excited, as might be imagined, a certain amount of adverse 
comment in the press. While every one gives Mr. Wade credit 
for commanding ability and unflinching rectitude of purpose, his 
confirmation is regretted on the grounds of his well-known par- 
tiality for the existing state of affairs in China ; his lukewarm- 
ness in the suppor of British mercantile requirements ; and, per- 
haps above all, his singular pliancy in the hands of the “ astute 
Irishman,” as it is the fashion now to term Mr. Hart, the hidden 
diplomatist of the Tsung-li Yamen. This gentleman was well 
known to be trembling lest the appointment of Sir Harry Parkes 
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as Minister in China should supervene—to his own inevitable 
destruction asa power behind the scenes—and it has been noticed 
that the supporters of the Hart system in China have been re- 
peating of late, with redoubled fervour, the old parrot-cry that 
“(the Chinese Government would never consent to receive Sir 
Harry Parkes at Peking.” This cry has possibly served its ori- 
giuators in good stead. Meanwhile people are comforting them- 
selves with the hope that Mr. Wade, “ now he is Minister,” may 
be able to inspire his own Government with more just ideas than 
have hitherto prevailed among them with reference to their 
Chinese policy. 

The Americans are much dissappointed on finding by"the last 
mail news that comparatively little interest was awakened among 
their countrymen at home by the receipt of the Korean intelli- 
gence. Although a strong flavour of burlesque has attended the 
expedition from the first—commencing with Mr. Jenkins’s piratical 
raid upon the golden coffin, down through Consul General Se- 
ward’s turgid Seepatchen and ending with the retreat of Admiral 
Rodger’s squadron re infecta—the Americans in China have 
managed to get up a high degree of enthusiasm over the victories 
achieved and the “ strongholds” captured, and would not be per- 
suaded a couple of months ago that a force of at least twenty 
thousand valiant Californians would not be instantly despatched 
to annihilate the Korean defences before the year is out. Reflec- 
tion has since convinced the majority of Mr. Low's subjects that 
nothing is less likely than any further action on a large scale by 
the Americans acting singly, and people are beginning to sa 
that it is, after all, something to rejoice in that civilisation wi 

robably be spared the disgrace of seeing Korea overrun (as would 
have been the case had the Americans been successful) by a horde 
of desperadoes, plunderers, and land-sharks, such as swarm in the 
United States. There is great hope, however, of a joint ex- 
pedition, seriously planned and decently conducted, on the 
part of the maritime Powers who are chiefly concerned. It is no 
secret that Mr. Seward, the Consul General at this port, to whose 
representations in the first place the notion of a Korean expedi- 
tion is due, feels himself placed ina very awkward position by 
the failure of his prognostications of an easy success, and it is 
rumoured that he is preparing a justification of the course he 
took at the outset and subsequently, which is likely to provoke 
recriminations in still higher quarters. Meanwhile it has recently 
transpired that the Korean Government have addressed the 
Chinese reiterating their firm determination to resist inflexibly all 
attempts at the conclusion of a treaty, while guaranteeing spon- 
taneously humane treatment to any shipwrecked mariners who 
may come among them. Thisfis a very clever proceeding, but 
is not likely to avail the obstinate Conservatives as a valid ex- 
cuse much longer. 

The news from North China is very gloomy, owing to the wide- 
spread devastation caused by the floods between Peking and 
Tientsin, rendering probably one-third of the population home- 
less, and cutting off all hope of recovering the autumn harvest of 
grain. A great part of ths city of Tientsin is under water, and 
the foreign settlement at Tsze-chu-Sin is in a most forlorn state. 
The mudhouses, of which the villages that line the Peiho consist, 
are in many cases almost wholly washed away, and the country is 
flooded on either bank for many miles. With so vast a popula- 
tion deprived of shelter and means of subsistence there is but one 
prone’ in China, viz., an outbreak of brigandage, and this may 

e looked for on a large scale during the coming winter. 


AMOY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amoy, Avausr 28, 1871. 

Since writing to you by last mail a good deal of the mystery 
that surrounded the question of the so-called distribution of 
poisonous pills has been cleared up. I mentioned to you the as- 
tounding rapidity with which the rumours had been circulated 
throughout this region, and also that there was unquestionably a 
very large distribution of pills going on both in town and country. 
The perplexing question was, how were these rumours set afloat; 
and who were the distributors of the pills? Everybody had his 
own version of the matter ; but no theory was yet found that could 
give a satisfactory explanation. Some foreigners who seemed 
more wise than the rest affirmed that the whole arose out of the 
plots of certain secret societies that have their ramifications spread 
throughout the South ; but this theory, like the rest, has had to be 
abandoned, because the logic of facts is directly opposed to it. 
Events that have transpired since [my last letter have convinced 
me of one fact, viz., that the mandarins are at the bottom of the 
whole, and that they alone are responsible for all the excitement 
that is at present agitating this whole region. You will remem- 
ber that the “ French Circular,” amongst other ominous state- 
ments, has the following :—In fact if this policy is the only 
one on which one can rely (to settle) the differences between 
Christians and non-Christians, it will become more precarious in 
proportion to the necessity there will be to recur to it oftener, and 
the disorders like Tientsin will be repeated more terribly each 
time.” To my mind the key to the present disturbances is to be 
found in the above quotation. It is evident there is a plot on the 
part of those jn authority to prove this part of the circular, and 
to produce a state of feeling which may in the end result in a 
tragedy more fearful than that of Tientsin. A few facts concisely 
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put will give you the history of the case, and at the same time 
my reasons for believing the authorities implicated :— 

1. When the news reached Amoy of the disturbances in Canton» 
arising out of the reported spread of poisonous pills there, the 
people in this place manifested, in the first instance, very little 
feeling on the subject ; very few, I believe, beyond those connected 
with foreigners, knew anything about it. A day or two‘after, two 
of the mandarins put out proclamations stating that they had 
heard from Canton respecting these pills, and warning the people 
against a class of men who, under the guise of benevolence, had 
came up to Amoy for the very purpose of distributing them here. 
They also informed the people that should they have been 
deceived into taking any of these poisonous medicines they 
had antidotes which they were prepared to give to all that 
applied. All at oncean intense excitement burst throughout the 
town—placards were freely posted in all the prominent thorough- 
fares, describing the pill and referring to the proclamations as 
their authority. The fear and anxiety of the people may be 
better imagined than described. 

2. The rumours spread like lightning from Amoy to Chin- 
Chew, a' large prefectural city fifty miles north of this. Placards 
of the most offensive character, in which it was stated distinctly 
that the foreigners were the prime movers in all this atrocious 
scheme for the wholesale destruction of the people, and of course 
that the Christians were the allies and agents in the dis- 
tribution of the pills. One of these placards, contrary to the 
usual practice, was actually printed, and the name and residence 
of the publisher ostentatiously affixed. The man belongs to a 
well-known firm in the city. Notwithstanding all the rumours 
and agitation that filled the entire city, the authorities remained 
peers and took no steps to restrain the issue of these libellous 
placards. 

2 3. The rumours spread also to Chang-chow, another large pre- 
fectural city, thirty-five miles west of Amoy. I myself got there 
whilst the excitement arising from the receipt of the Amoy news 
was at its height. Again the foreigners and the Christians were 
accused of being the authors of the troubles. In the course of 
ten days all the excitement had cooled down, and there was every 
prospect that the subject was about to be entirely dropped. At 
this juncture the district magistrate of the city puts out a pro- 
clamation stating that he had received a letter from one of the 
mandarins in Amoy on the subject of these poisonous medicines. 
He warns the people against the bad men that are spreading them 
abroad, and tells them to strictly guard their wells, as the most 
infamous designs are afloat to injure and destroy the people living 
within his district. Of course the excitement at once rose to 
fever heat. In two days after this another proclamation ig 
put out by him, saying that he has seized a man who is one of 
a party of four who have come to the city for the special pur- 
of distributing their poisons. This man has confessed that 
got his medicines from foreigners in Macao, with express 
orders to poison the wells throughout the whole country ; that 
he and the other three had done so, and would have proceeded 
throughout the Empire, had they not been seized by the autho- 
tities. A few days after this the mandarin issues a proclamation 
stating what all the city knows by this time, that he has had the 
criminal executed, and offers a reward to any person or persons 
that will seize and bring before him the other three. Again, two 
days after this a military mandarin of the third rank issues 
a proclamation in obedience to the orders of his immediate 
superior. In this the whole confession of the man beheaded 
is given. The man in that states by whom he was employed— 
gives an account of the medicines given him for distribution, and 
adds a variety of statements which seem highly absurd and 
ludicrous to a foreigner, but which are intensely believed in by 
the Chinese, and which were considered of a sufficiently grave 
character to warrant his execution. One of the proclamations 
above mentioned advises the people to clean out their wells—to 
build walls round them, and to have @ wooden covering made so 
that they may be locked and kept safe from the designs of these 
evil men. 

4, Amid all the excitement, and throughout this epidemic of 
placards, in which the foreigners are freely charged with the 
most abominable schemes for the destruction of life, not a single 
step,.so far as I can ascertain, has been taken by the authorities 
to refute or repress the slanders that have been circulated far and 
wide. It is not until the authorities have been appealed to by 
the English and American Consuls, to whom the inflammatory 
proclamations have been shown, that they make any move- 
ment to lead the public feeling into a right direction. 


You will observe from the above that the public agitation has 
been, I may say, originated, and certainly stimulated, by those 
in power. Had those remained simply quiet we should have had 
no excitement worth mentioning. The mandarins have taken 
the lead throughout. They have assumed that they had infor- 
mation which the people had not. The district magistrate in his 
proclamation, in which he stated that he had examined the cri- 
minal who was subsequently executed, declared that his confession 
exactly agreed with his own investigations on the same subject. 
They are morally responsible therefore for the present attitude 
of the people throughout this region. The Chinese people 
when left to themselyes exhibit no widespread feeling of 
animosity against the foreigner. When {they are informed 
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however by their authorities upon what they declare to be 
good evidence that these foreigners have the most murderous in- 
tentions respecting the people of the entire eighteen provinces, 
is it any wonder that a spirit of hatred should be aroused that 
might lead them into anyjexcesses 1 A Chinaman, under ordinary 
circumstances, is a stolid and sluggish kind of being when com- 
pet with the more! excitable men of the West; and yet when 

e is aroused he becomes a very demon, and, as the scenes con- 
nected with the Tientsin Massacre prove, shows himself capable 
of the wildest excesses of cruelty and revenge. Previous 
to the tragedy in Tientsin the people were excited by ab- 
surd and impossible stories of the wrongdoing of the fo- 
reigners ; placards were posted up, and a district ma- 
gistrate there put out an inflammatory proclamation which 
still further aroused the passions of the people. Precisely 
the same course is being pursued in this region at the pre- 
sent moment, whether with the intention of the same fear- 
ful result I cannot say. The English Government will be in- 
curring a grave responsibility if this state of things is allowed to 
go on unchecked. The testimony of men competent to speak on 
this subject has been repeatedly offered. The fearful atrocities 
of Tientsin are still fresh in the recollection of every one, and 
ought not to need repetition before our rulers will learn what is 
the true policy that ought to be adopted towards a Government 
a is incapable of being moved by sentiments of justice and 
onour. 





HONG KONG. ‘ 

Advices from this port are to the 1st September. The P. and O. 
mail with dates to July 14 was received on the 22nd, and the 
French mail of July 21st on the 28 August. 

We are indebted to the China Mail for the following items :~ 


A meeting of Justices of Peace was held at the Chamber of 
Commerce on the 30th August, to consider whether, under the cir- 
cumstances of the alarming increase of crimes in the colony, and 
the apparent powerlessness of the police to prevent it, or even to 
discover and arrest the offenders, some steps might not be taken 
on behalf of the community at large to ascertain the cause of the 
existing state of matters and inaugurate some reform for the fu- 
ture. It was proposed by Mr. Maclean, seconded by M. E. D. Sas- 
soon, and carried unanimously :— That the whole body of non- 
official J. P.s wait upon his Excellency the Lieut.-Governor by ap- 
pointment and ascertain if any and what immediate steps are being 
taken by the Government with regard the reformation of the police 
Force.” It was then proposed by Mr. T. G. Linstead, seconded by 
the Hon. P. Ryrie, Esq., and carried unanimously :—“ That his 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor be also requested to appoint 
a Commission, consisting principally of residents not official 
members of the Government, with full power and authority to 
inquire into the existing state of the police force, the result of 
such inquiry\to be made public, and that the former official report 
of the Commission of 1869 be as a preliminary placed in the 
hands of the Commission now desired to be appointed.” 

We learn upon good authority that Senor M. del Cano, Spanish 
Consul at Macao, has received a telegram from his Government 
to the effect that Chinese emigration to Cuba is not (the decreee 
of April 27 last notwithstanding) to be discontinued. In connec- 
tion with this subject we further understand that the Cuban 
planters have come to the conclusion that the go-between system 
of coolie brokers, crimps, &c., is opposed to their interests. 
They are now making efforts to induce direct emigration—in 
other words, a direct contract between the coolie and his future 
master. To this end Mr. F. Abella, agent of a “ planters’ 
society,” constituted to carry out the revised system, has pro- 
ceeded to Amoy to engage coolies. The terms offered are more 
liberal than has hitherto been the case, and Mr. Abella’s 
four years’ residence in \China should have taught him something 
in the way of experience. We cannot believe that any system of 
coolie emigration to Cuba will (for many years at least) be unat- 
tended with abuses and hardships to the coolie ; but if Mr. Abella 
inaugurates a scheme in which those two most objectionable fea- 
tures—the Chinese crimp here and the Cuban contract broker 
there—are done away with, we shall cheerfully admit that he has 
improved the aspect of a business which heretofore has been sim- 
ply and solely a crying shame in the face of civilised humanity. 

The landing of H.M.’s 10th Regiment from Yokohama per Tu- 
mar took place at dawn on the 22nd August ; and while we wel- 
come our coming protectors, we most sincerely wish God-speed to 
our depariing friends of the 75th Regiment. 

We have to acknowledge the reccipt of a hundred page pam- 
phlet entitled “A Sketch of our Relations with China during 
three and a half centuries, 1517-1869: By Baron De Meritens, 
Knight of the Legion D’Honneur, formerly Chinese Secretary to 


‘the French Legation at Peking, late Commissioner of Chinese 


Customs at Foochow.” 

A court-martial was held on board H.M.S. Princess Chariotte, 
on Saturday, the 19th instant, for the trial of Mr. Thomas Carline, 
engineer of H.M.S. Princess Charlotte. The prisoner pleaded 
guilty to charges of quitting the ship without leave and drunken- 
ness, and was sentenced to be dismissed from Her Majesty Ser- 
vice. A second court assembled immediately afterwaras, for the 
trial of Mr. Edward J. Parker, gunner, supernumerary of H.M.S, 
Princess Charlotte, on @ charge of drunkenness onduty. The pri- 
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soner pleaded guilty, and was adjudged to be dismissed from Her 
Majesty's Service. a 

serious attack was made upon Mr. G. L. Tomlin, of the Sur- 
veyor-General’s Department, on Caine-road, on the evening of the 
28th August. At half-past ‘seven Mr. Tomlin was found lying in- 
sensible in the road near Glenisla, the pockets of his trousers 
turned inside out, his body showing a severe cut on the back of 
the head, and his watch and chain absent. The unfortunate gen- 
tleman remains in an unconscious state. 

We have been favoured with the following communication per 
str. Kwangtung :— 

Great excitement existed at Foochow for some days before, and 
at the date of, the Kwangtung’s departure, in connection with the 
‘“‘Shan.sin-fan” swindle. Foreigners were very anxious for the 
return of H.M.S. E/é from Formosa. The native authorities had 
notified the different Consuls to warn their subjects not to go into 
the interior or far from the settlements. A foreigner belonging 
to a vessel at Pagoda Anchorage had wandered on shore about 
half way between that place and the city, and was found 
looking |down a well, unfortunately for himself. The people 
fell upon him, and beat him severely. The Mandarins got 
hold of him, and forwarded him on to the city, where the 
authorities re-clothed him, fed him, and presented him with 
$20, before handing him over to his Consul. It was currently 
reported that one of the principal causes of the excitement was 
that one of the missionaries had actually reccived a consignment 
of pills by a recent steamer ; and it had come to the knowledge 
of the natives. It is needless to say that these pills were not 
the dreaded “Shan-sin-Fan,” but were distributed by the well- 
meaning consignee, as “antidotes” amongst opium smokers, a 
thing he has been in the habit of doing for some years. 

We learn from Macao that the pirates there have been unusually 
lively since the departure of the Anglo-Chinese fleet. An inci- 
dent took place on the 27th August which well illustrates both the 
cart of the pirates and the ingenuity of the fishermen in the 
neighbourhood. It appears that two piratical boats fell upon a 
fishing-boat just outside the harbour, and was making short work 
of its contents, when a large number of fishing junks in the vici- 
nity formed a cordon round the marauders, while a message was 
at once despatched inside the harbour for assistance. The Macao 
Government at once got together a force and sent them to the 
place where the pirates were cooped up by the fishermen. But 
the pirates thus brought; to bay had one mode of escape, though 
their two boats could not be saved. They had the shore 
on their lee, and the crews found their way to leeward, leaving 
the boats to look after themselves. Four of the natives from the 
freebooters’ junks were caught, however,and the junks were se- 
cured. Had the Government completed the cordon by sending a 
party of soldiers on the shore near the assembled fleet of boats, a 

arge number of the pirates might have been captured. As it was, 
the sea-rovers have received a check from the novel and somewhat 
amusing expedient of the fishermen. It is said that one or two 
one occurred among the fishermen, one of which proved 
atal. 

We also hear that the Holy City is likely to have for its next 
Governor an officer of the Portugese army, and that telegraphic 
news has been received to that effect. The Governor also brings 
out his secretary ; but we have not learnt the names nor the pre- 
cise time when they may be looked for. 

The annual meeting of shareholders and subscribers to the City 
Hall was held on the afternoon of the 18th August. The report 
states that a favourable result has attended the decision of the 
committee to reduce the rent previously charged for the usc of 
the theatre, hall, and ante-rooms. The duties of secretary, libra- 
rian, and curator, so satisfactorily performed during the absence 
of Mr. N. B. Dennys by Mr. J. J. Francis, have been resumed by 
the former gentleman on his return to the colony. The report 
was unanimously adopted. 

__ The second ordinary meeting of shareholders in the China Fire 
Insurance Company was held on the 25th August, when the report 
was carried unanimously, and the shareholders thereupon resolved 
themselves into an extraordinary meeting, to consider a change in 
the articles of association. The chairman proposed :—“ That 
meetings of the shareholders of the company shall be held yearly, 
in the month of February, and that the accounts should be made 
up to the 31st December.” Carried unanimously. 

In the North German Court at Kanagawa, on Aug. 17, the case 
of John Grigor, Manager of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, 
v. Heinrich Ohl, administrator to the estates of E. Seyd and Co., 
was heard. Mr. I’. W. Marks appeared for the Bank. This was 
an action preueht to recover forty bales of silk hypothecated to 
the Bank on May 16, 1871, by Messrs. Seyd and bo. to secure 
an advance of $28,000, and interest, which silk had been seized 
by the administrator in Messrs, Seyd’s bankruptcy. Judgment 
was deferred. 








SIAM.

BANGKOK, 

Dates are to the 24th August. The following items are from 
the columns of the Siam Advertiser, and we have much pleasure 
in congratulating our contemporary on completing the second 
year of his literary existence, to which he alludes in very feeling 
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terms in a leading article. We wish him every success, and can 
assure him that he has the esteem of his friends at home with 
their friends, as much as those who are “at home” with him. 

It is believed that Captain Peterson, of the Siamese ship St. 
George, must have been lost in a typhoon in the China Seas last 
year, with one of his sisters. Captain Peterson will be remem- 
bered as the officer who married a native woman last year, after 
having cohabited with her for a long time. 

The determination of his Majesty the King of Siam to visit 
British India may now be considered a fixed fact, and his Majesty 
will probably leave Bangkok in the execution of that determina- 
tion some time next December, about the latter part of the 
month. 

We regret to learn that the veteran and indefatigable mission - 
ary, the Rev. D. B. Bradley, M.D., has been seriously ill. Later 
information describes the reverend gentleman’s condition as im- 
proving. 

By a storm on the 22nd August the new building, which was 
being erected on the Steam Rice Mill lot, adjoining the premises 
of Messrs. Pickenpack, Thies and Co., was reduced to a mass of 
ruins. The new building was not yet braced by partitions. Dur- 
ing the fury of the storm many of the workmen and some of the 
paddy men who had just been paid resorted to it for shelter; but 
the building fell, and the casualties are three killed, one so seri- 
ously wounded that he probably cannot recover, and seventeen 
others wounded. 

Nothing remarkable in the amount of rainfall at this state of 
the rainy season. The very high tides show abundance of water 
up country. The annual inundations at Ayuthia have commenced. 
The reports of the anticipated rice crop in that extensive rice- 
growing district are still very favourable. The prospects of the 
next rice crop at Panatsanik’on are likewise very favourable. The 
grain of the first district is Namuang paddy, that of the latter 
Nasuen. The grain at Ayuthia is planted by scattering, at Pa- 
natsanik’en by transplanting. 


BORNEO.

SARAWAK, ; 
Dates are to the 15thYAug.; the outward mail of 30th June 
reached this port on the 5th Aug. We are indebted to the Sara- 
wak Gazette for the following :— 

Mr. W. W. Birch, the Colonial Secretary at Singapore, has had 
a favourable interview with the Sultan of Salangore, with refer- 
ence to the late occurrences there. Three rajahs who took part 
against the Government authorities have been outlawed, and one 
Tongko Udin, who is said to be well-disposed and peaceful, has 
been made Governor of the Sultan’s province. 

The Dyaks of Kanowit are moving down the river as a proof of 
their submission to the Government, and those who had fortified 
themselves on the mountains in the Mujok have already removed. 

H.M.8. Nassau, Captain Chimmo, has been engaged in survey- 
ing the China seas in the neighbourhood of the Sulu Islands, and 
thence to Labuan, from which place she came to Sarawak. Her 
stay has caused our little society to wear an aspect of unwonted 

aiety. 
: His Highness the Rajah has been pleased to appoint Mr. E. C. 
Parker to be postmaster and shipping-master ; Mr. R. M. Mac- 
kenzie taking his duties as accountant.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 9th September. On the 30th August the 
Hindostan arrived with the English mail of the 28th July, and on 
the 3rd September the Meikong came in with the French mail 
of the 4th August. The following items are from the Straits 
Times :— 

The question of providing asylums for the paupers which infest 
our streets has at last engaged the attention of| the Government, 
and a committee has been employed in examining into the extent 
of the additional accommodation required for the purpose. Their 
report was laid before the Legislative Council on the 4th 
instant, and recommends the adoption of island asylums for 
lepers, and additional accommodation at the hospitals for the 
other paupers. The hospital buildings at Pulo Jerajah, near 
Penang, which were built some years ago under Government su- 
pervision at an expense of nearly $20,000, furnished by public 
subscription at Penang, but which have never been used, the 
committee recommend to be taken over by Government, and used 
as a leper asylum. ‘The subscribers are willing to hand over the 
buildings, but the distance of the island from the Settlements, 
and the fact that it is said to be unhealthy and deficient of 
water, May prove serious obstacles to the carrying out of the 
scheme. Though we think some of the suggestions of the com- 
mittee open to objection, their report is a very interesting paper, 
and will well repay perusal. 

Murmurs of discontent have from time to time been heard 
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from Penang, that though the revenue of that settlement showed 
a handsome surplus over its expenditure, it never reaped any be- 
nefit in the shape of public improvements, but that all the avail- 
able balance in the hands of Government was expended in Singa- 
re. The complaints were louder when it was proposed that the 
Goveiiient should again take in hand and complete the Singa- 
re Waterworks. This feeling has gained such ground that it has 
boat found necessary to reconsider the apportionment of the expen- 
diture ; a committee was appointed, who, after careful examination 
of the accounts, have recommended the principle of debiting each 
settlement with the cost of administering the Government, the 
military contribution, &c., in proportion to the share it contri- 
butes towards the general revenue. The result of this will be 
that Singapore will have a surplus of some $150,000, Penang a 
deficit of about $60,000, and Malacca a deficit of $51,000. The 
Singapore surplus will then, as now, have to cover the deficits of 
the other settlements, and the only object of such a reappoint- 
ment is to convince the people of Penang and Malacca of their 
liability for a share of the general expenses of the colony. 

The Census returns for all three Settlements have at last been 
published, and though the figures are probably not wholly reli- 
able, this being the tirst regular census ever taken here—an ap- 
proximate idea may be formed of the relative proportions of the 
various nationalities composing our population. According to the 
report the entire resident population of the Colony is 306,776, 
among whom the Europeans, from all parts of Europe, number 
only 1,592—about 1 in 200. The number of Malays is 147,684 ; 
the Chinese 114,130; and Klings 20,125. The remaining 23,245 
are of varied nationalities—Javanese, Bugis, Boyanese, Armenians, 
Jews, Bengalees, Siamese, Burmese, &c., &c. The return of the Ku- 
ropean population is, we presume, thoroughly correct ; the number 
in Singapore is 922, or a ratio of nearly 1 in 100 of the given popu- 
lation ; in Malacca, 47; in Penang and Province Wellesley, 623. 
The Chinese population of Singapore is 54,572, of Malacca, 
13,842, and of Penang and Province Wellesley, 35,716. The 
number of Malays in Singapore, is 19,250, in Penang and Pro- 
vince Wellesley, 70.960, and Malacca, 57,474. The Malay popula- 
tion of Singapore and Penang l’roper is nearly equal, as is also 
that of Malacca and Province Wellesley. We are of opinion that 
the Chinese and native population has been greatly under esti- 
mated, and that the population of the colony is in reality not far 
short of half a million. The return is, however, as correct as 
could have been expecied for a first attempt at numbering a 
population prejudiced against giving the desired information. 

On the 29th August there were sold by auction at Batavia 
75,000 piculs of Government sugar, which brought an average 
price of £.15.56 4-15ths per picul, and also 15,000 piculs Sama- 
rang and 10,000 piculs Kadu coffee, bringing an average price of 
£.37.43 and £37.50 respectively. 

By late advices from Labuan we learn that Mr. Archibald 
Gray, jun., the new manager of the Oriental Coal Company, had 
arrived at the mines, bringing with him eight Scotch miners. Mr. 
Hugh Townley, the underground viewer, had died frum malarious 
fever after a few days’ illness. The Chinese coolies from Singa- 
pore, engaged at the mines, were, we are told, mostly sick, but 
those from Hong Kong were in good health. 

At the settlement of Labuan, the following changes have been 
made :—Mr. Falvey is appointed gaoler, vice Mr. Warren, retired 
on pension. Mr. Chamberlayne to be Acting Police Magistrate, 
vice Mr. Hugh Low, suspended. Mr. Derrick to be chief constable. 

Our Chinese friends have devoted themselves during the fort- 
night to the festivities of the Sumbayang Hantu, or spirit wor- 
ship, and night after night one or another of the public streets 
has been blocked up with tables two or three hundred feet in 
length, brilliantly lighted with gas, and groaning under the 
weight of the delicacies and edibles with which they are loaded 
down as offerings to the spirits. The streets and roadsides have 
been availed of for Chinese theatrical displays and smaller shows, 
and altogether have presented a gay and animated appearance. 





PENANG. 

Dates are to the 11th Sept. 

We are indebted to the Argus for the following items :— 

The result of the census at Penang and Province Wellesley 
places the population of Prince of Wales Island at 60,444, and of 
tbe Province at 71,445. The population of George Town proper 
is 30,068, and of the country districts of the island 30,376. 
The Chinese population of the town is 14,461, of the 
country 8,678, and of the Province 12,577. The Malay popu- 
lation is, in town 3,696, in the country 16.501, and in 
Province Wellesley 50,763. The return of inhabitants. with- 
out declared occupation is very large, being 12,637 in George 
Town, 15,417 in the country districts, and 30,405 in Province 
Wellesley ; but we presume this is the result of negligence in 
ae Bs the “ occupation” column, and that little dependence 
is to be placed in these figures. The number of males and females 
in George Town are, 17,403 men and 3,543 boys, 5,964 women and 
3,158 girls ; in the country districts, 13,689 men and 5,207 boys, 
6,654 women and 4,826 girls; in Province Wellesley, 32,024 men 
and 11,553 boys, 16,632 women and 11,266 girls. 

A meeting of the Municipal Commissioners was held at their 
office on the 6th Sept. ‘The Secretary informed the Commissioners 
that one of the original contractors who tendered for building the 
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retaining wall at Prangin for fifteen hundred and odd dollars 
had since offered to do the work for $1,200, and that he had given | 
the contract to him. 

The President informed the Commissioners that a report had 
been sent him from Province Wellesley that gave the number of 
cases of small-pox now existing there at 129, that is to say, 80 in 
the North, and 49 in the South. 

The want of an assessor to assess the houses and lands in Pe. 
nang was discussed, and the president mentioned the name of Mr. 
Koh Sin Tat, of Messrs. Tye Sin Tat and Co., as a gentleman who 
could be entrusted with the duties of Assessor. But Mr. Herriot 
considered that Mr. Koh Sin Tat did not possess the required ex- 

rience, and would not do asan Assessor. He mentioned Mr. 

hean Tek, but his name being objected to, it was decided to wait 
until the return from China of Mr. Foo Tye Sin. 


Tan Neoh Keah, who absconded with $933, the property of his 
employers, was arrested by Captain Speedy, at acca. The 
greater part of the money was found on his person. On the pas- 


sage between Malacca and Penang, the prisoner managed to evade 
the vigilance of the peon who had him in custody, and delibe- 
rately threw himself overboard and was drowned.

IMPORTS. 

Hanxkow.—During the closing week there had been a brisk demand 
for Grey Shirtings at improved rates, but otherwise the market had been 
extremely quiet throughout the fortnight, sales being small and gene- 
rally at a decline on last quotations, Grey Shirtings: The market re- 
mained dull and weak, and prices further declined about 3 candareens 
after last mail left, but latterly there had been active enquiry, and a re- 
covery of about 5 candareens. Quotations Tis. 1.70 to 1.77 for 7 Ibs., 
Tis. 1.88 to 1.98 for 84 lbs., and Tis, 2.40 to 2.60 per piece for 9} lbs. 
White Shirtings: No enquiry and nominal. T-Cloths very quiet; 
holders had not forced sales, best 7 lbs. quoted Tls 1.70. Drills: Arri- 
vals large ; demand fallen off, and sales pressed at a decline of fully a 
mace. A sale of bext English reported at Tls. 3.16. Jeans not asked 
for ; quoted Tis. 2.30 to 2.40. Fancy and Dyed Cottons: Small sales 
at last quotations. Woollens and Worsteds—Camlets: Few sales of 
favourite chop. Long Ells: Assorted nominally higher, but no con- 
tracts passed. Orleans and Lustres: Demand subsided. 

SHANGHAI.—Grey Shirtings: A speculative demand had been 
shown for 84 Ib., and resulted in large settlement ; it lasted a few days 
only, but, although great quietness has since ruled, the advance estab- 
lished had not been wholly lost ; the closing quotations for Dewhurst’s 
Pheasant chop being Tis. 1.90 to 1.91, against Tls. 1.874 to 1.884 last 
mail. Nothing whatever has been done in the heavy qualities, and the 
quotations were nominal. White Shirtings: No inquiry or transactions. 
T-Cloths: Small demand for 6 lbs. of low qualities at Tls. 1.14 to 1.19, 
but few settlements 1ecorded. 7 Ib. goods of same class also asked for 
and sold at Tls. 1.40 to 1.45. Buyers, however, disinclined to pay over 
Tis. 1.36 to 1.42. In Mexican 7 Ibs. more doing, and firm at Tls, 1.58 
to 1.62; 8 lb. placed to moderate extent, but demand on a limited 
scale, and prices favour buyers, Drills showed a further decline; na- 
tive holders anxious to quit stocks at receding rates. Jeans much 
weaker. Best English freely offered at Tls. 2.00 to 2.85; few buyers. 
Datch changed hands at Tis. 2.42}. Nothing done in American. Sheet- 
ings: No transactions. Fancy Cottons: A few Dyed Brocades, best 
chop, changed hands at Tls.8. Chintzes rather lower. White Spots in 
demand, but stock exhausted. Velvets unchanged in value, but very 
little doing. The market for almost every description of Fancies was 
inactive and drooping. Woollens: Quiet market for all classes of 
Woollen manufactures, and former quotations had not been sustained 
in any one instance, A resale of Scarlet Camlets reported at Tls. 14, 
and Tis. 13.65 refused for a fair assortment of C P H. Figured Orleans 
tind buyers for Hankow at a fall of nearly 1 mace. In Long Ells, 
Lastings, Crapes, or Spanish Stripes scarcely any business reported, and 
prices of all easier. Market closed dull, with a downward tendency. 

Hone Konc.—The only article showing any marked activity during 
the past fortnight had been T-Cloths. These bad been taken freely, 
but most other goofs had been neglected. Woollens generally were 
firm, but very little business is reported. Cotton Yarn: Market com- 
pletely stagnant. Holders generally inclined to be firm, and there was 
no reason to suppose that when business is resumed any concession will 
be made upon the scale of prices last quoted. Grey Shirtings un- 
changed, very little doing, at $2.15 to 2.174 for 7 lb., and $2.45 to 
2.50 for 81 lbs.

Penane.—The past fortnight had been very dull for nearly every 
description of imports, and very few transactions were reported. Grey 
Shirtings : 6 lbs. in request at $39, stocks small; 7 lbs. moving slowly ; 
8} lbs., heavy supply, and very little inquiry. Grey Supers : Small 
stock; demand abated. Grey Long Cloths: Very dull; no sales. Grey 
Madapollams: Demand had fallen off; no sales. Grey T-Cloths : 
Lighter weights were in very little request, but 7 lbs. in demand; 
stocks redaced ; moderate inquiry for G lbs., and sales at $82. Eng- 
lish Sheetings andjDrills in no demand ; small sales of Dutch Drills, 
30 yards, at $56. White Shirtings: Common and medium without 
inquiry ; fine in request,,but withont advance ; stocks reduced. Whito 
Cambrics: Improved, especially Nos. 15-16, of which stocks were 
small, and held for a further advance. Dyed Shirtings, Brocades, aud 
Damasks: No transactions. Woollens: In poor demand; a sale of 
Assorted Lastings at 35c. Grey Yarns: Stocks of 30's smaller, and 
sales at $100 cash; not much demand for other numbers. Green 
Yarn: 40’s sold at $794; other colours not wanted. Iron of suitable 
assortments wanted ; a sale of Glasgow Refined, to arrive, at $2.75 to 
2.80 for an assorted invoice, Lead and Brass Wire in no demand.

Hanxow.—The following is from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and 
Co.'s report :—During the fortnight a small business has been trans- 
acted, settlements amounting altogether to 8,993 chests, 3,467 half- 
chests. In the corresponding time last year 2,800 chests only were 
settled here. Although prices have ranged fully equal to the equivalent 
in Shanghai, in some cases even higher, the bulk of the Teas as they 
arrived have been at once forwarded there for sale. During the fort- 
night 31,327 chests 14,688 half-chests have come to hand, nearly all 
third crop Tea, which we still think compares favourably with last year’s. 
Rettlements are :—( At Exchange 6s. 1d., and Freight £3, adding Tls. 5 
for duty, exchange, &c.)—6,880 chests 2,787 half-chests at 1s. 2}d. to 
1s. 33d. per Ib., 2,113 chests 680 half-chests at 113d. to 1s. 1d. Total 
shipments to Shanghai for sale on native account, 189,000 packages, 
against 195,000 packages last year. 

Kiuxkrane.—Black : Three chops had been settled, and 108 had 
gone forward to Shanghai on native account. Quotations were :— 
Ningchows, Tis. 18.5 to 19.2.5. ; Hohows, nominal; Green: Ten chops 
had arrived, but the Teamen, attracted by the high price ruling in 
Shanghai, would not show their musters here. Free arrivals looked 
for in about ten days from date. 

SHANGHAI.—Mesers. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. report as follows :— 
Black Teas: We have again to report a large business, settlements for 
the fortnight amounting to 27,700 chests and 35,000 half-chests. From 
date of our last report to the 2lst Aug. buying was pretty general and 
free settlements were made; we then received advices trom Foochow 
Treporting the export thence about 8 millions in excess of last year, since 
when there has been less inquiry, but subsequent settlements do not

show any decline from rates previously current. The attention of buyers 
has been chiefly directed to Teas costing Tls. 20.0.0 to 22.0.0, equal to 
1s. 2d. to 1s. 3$d.; Ningchows forming a large proportion of the quan- 
tity taken, Shuntams and Common Hohows have not been in such re- 
quest, and operations in finer kinds have also been limited. Supplies 
have been coming forward frecly, there is, however, a great falling off 
in quality, nearly all the late arrivals being of inferior and common 
grades. Our export shows an excess of 10 million pounds, with a 
stock of 43,000 chests against 93,000 chests same time last year. 
Prices: Shuntams aud Hohows do not show any change in quotations ; 
common to fair Oopacks and Oonfas, and also fair Ningchows, show u 
rather lower range of tacl price, which, however, is fully covered by 
inferiority of quality. Medium to better kinds do not show any change, 
but the market closes with adownward tendency. Quotations (exchange 
at Gs. Old., freight £3) :—Hohows, common to fair, 11}d. to 1s, 2d. ; 
Oonams, common to fair, 11d. to 1s. 02d.; Oopacks, common to fair, 
Is. O$d. to 1s, 8)d.; do., fair to medium, 1s, 33d. to 1s. 5d.; Oonfas, 
common (to fair, 18. 1}d. to 1s. 3jd.; Ningchows, fair to medium, 
1s. O2d. to 1s. 24d. ; do., medium to good medium, 1s. 3}d. to 18. 5d. 
Green Teas: Settlements since our last have been heavy, finest kinds 
still commanding most attention; stock has, however, accumulated, and 
thero is more disposition shown by holders to meet buyers, some chops 
of fine Teenkai having been settled at Tis. 3 less than the price for which 
they were held at the opening of the season. Common to medium kinds 
are still neglected. Pingsueys have ranged from Tis, 33 to 57, Fychow 
and Teenkai at Tls. 31 to G2.5 proportion. Old Tea of last season ean 
be bought from Tis. 20 to 28. 

Foocuow.—During the fortnight the market had been rather quiet, 
and business on a moderate scale. Congou: Transactions had been of 
a limited nature, and prices had shown some signs of weakuess, but 
latterly purchases had been made at gradually hardening rates, and a 
few settlements of Flavoury to Medium kinds showed a slight advance. 
Third crop Teas were arriving freely, and the stock amounted to 76.570 
chests. Arrivals 69,960 chests, settlements 41,511 chests. Quotations : 
Dust and Siftings, Tls. 4 to 8; Broken Leaf to Ordinary, Tls. 84 to 12 ; 
Fair to Good Common, Tls. 12} to 15; Flavoury to Medium, Tls. 164 
to 243. Sonchong: Fair business reported at former rates, and some 
purchases of secund crop Teas made at Tls. 20 to 24. Arrivals, 
1.000 chests, settlements, 5,258 chests. Quotations: Common 
Tis. 14 to 18; Medium to Fine, Tis. 19 to 27; Fine, Tis. 28. 
Oolong: Musters of about 27,000 half-chests fine had been shown, but 
as yet no business had been done. The quality was satisfactory, the 
Teas being superior to last season’s both in Icaf and in liquor. Arrivals, 
11,970 half-chests. Nominal quotations :—Common to fair cargo, Ts. 
16 to 19; good cargo, Tls. 21 to 23; superior to fine, Tls. 24 to 29 ; 
fine to finest, Tls. 30. Scented Teas dealt in to a fair extent, but at a 
decline of fully one tael and a half. Scttlements, 24,298 boxes at Ts. 
15} to 23 for Caper, Tls. 15} to 24} for Scented Orange Pckoe, and Tis. 
6 for Scented Tea Dust. Quotations :—Dust, Tls. 6; common to fair, 
Tls. 19 to 21 ; medium, Tls, 22 to 244. Flowery Pekoe: Settlements, 
330 chests, at Tls. 24 to 42. 

Amoy.—Oolong: Settlements for the fortnight about 13,000 half- 
chests at $20 to 24 for common to fair, $26 to 28 for good cargo, $20 
to 31 for superior, $32 to 36 for fine, and $37 to 42 for finest ; for fine 
and finest kinds, full rates continued to be paid, while cargo grades 
could be purchased on easier terms. Congou: About 500 half-chests 
of inferior quality taken at $14 to 15. 

CANTON.—The settlements reported were nearly all made during the 
firat week of the fortnight. On receipt of telegrams advising sales in 
London of shipments per Danube, business was brought to a standstill, 
and alloffers withdrawn. The few sales of Scented Teas show no change 
from quotations last current, but to effect any further settlement holders 
would have to accept a considerable reduction in price. In Canton 
Greens there had been but little doing, and of Canton district Congous 
no sales were reported. Settlements: Scented Orange Pekoo, 4,200 
boxes at Tls. 14.00 to 25.00; Scented Caper, 18,000 boxes at Tls. 
13.50 to 21.50; Gunpowder, 3,000 boxes at Ts. 16.00 to 30.00 ; Im- 
perial, 600 boxes at Tis. 15.00 to 20.00. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI,—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s 
Circular :—We had a very quiet market for the firet seven or eight days 
of the fortnight, when some “ Blue Elephant” chops were settled at 
Tls, 525, equal to 27s, 2d., but on inspection were found to be so bad 
that they were rejected ; since then, however, business has assumed a 
more active form; dealers, finding it useless to hold out any longer, 
gave way Tls. 10 to 20 per picul on most of the medium Tsatlee and 
many of the common descriptions of Taysaams. This has resulted in 
the settlement of about 2,000 bales, buyers showing little inclination to 
go on unless a still further reduction is obtaincd. Common Tsatlees 
are still sought after, but owing to the mixture they contain show worse 
value than anything else; holders of chop Silk’s are very firm, most 
of them assert they will not take less than Tis. 590 equal to 30s. 6d., 
although we believe some have been settled at Tls. 10 less. About one 
third of the settlements are on Chinese account or in joint account with 
foreigners. Stock is still about 8,000 bales. The following are a few 
of the prices paid: Dragon, No. 3, 30s. Od. to 30s. 3d.; Changling, No. 
3, 30s. 6d.; Blue Flag, No. 3, 27s. 2d. ; Kukce Chin Jan, 278. 2d. ; Red 
Peacock, 26s, 4d.; Medium and,Common Tsatlee, 24s. 6d. and 25s. 10d. 

Canron.—Prices during the fortnight had shown but little change, 
but the market had been much quieter. For America there had been 
less doing, and dealers had advanced their demands somewhat.

OBITUARY.

MR. JOHN MARKHAM. 

The announcement of the sudden death of Mr. Coneul Markham, 
which reached us by telegram on the 10th, has excited the sympathy of 
all circles connected with China, official and non-official,in this country. 
Mr. Markham had enjoyed a long and honourable connection with the 
Cowsular Service. At the time of his death he was Acting Consul at 
Shanghai in the absence of the Consul, Mr. W. H. Medhurst. Enter- 
ing the service in 1852 as Student Interpreter, he was appointed Acting 
Assistant at Canton, February, 1853; Assistant at Foochow, April, 1854; 
Second Assistant at Hong Kong, October, 1856; and First Assistant at 
Bangkok, June, 1857. Mr. Markham remained at Siam until Decem- 
ber, 1858, when he was promoted to the post of Vice-Consul at Shang- 
hai, and he acted as Consul at that port from June, 1863, until March, 
1864. He was appointed Consul at Chefoo in January, 1868. Mr. 
Markham was brother to Mr. Clement Markham, one of the secretaries 
to the Geographical Society, upon whom the distinction of C.B. was 
lately conferred. His official career of twenty years was sufficient 
only to give greater cause of regret for his untimely removal. It was 
sufficient, however, to surround him with a circle of personal friends 
such as few men have deserved better, or done greater honour to. 
His power of observation, natural good sense, amiable temper, and 
the refinement of a true gentleman carried him through all the shal- 
lows and quicksands by which the path of public duty was oftentimes 
beset. However he might be taken by surprise, he was never unequal 
to the emergency before him. His reports were always plain, vigorous, 
and thoughtful, and have added much to our information concerning 
Chinkiang and Chefoo. Some of his papers excited much attention 
when read at the Geographical Society's meetings, and we therefore 
hope that the expectation that he was about to publish a record of his 
experiences in a collected form will be carried out. Such a volame 
would be as acceptable to students as to personal friends, and would 
form a literary monument to his memory which his brother, the Secre- 
tary of the Royal Geographical Society, will, we have no doubt, raise 
from the materials in his possession. 


Vior-ApMTRAL,W LW anren, C.B., died on Monday last, aged seventy- 
three. He sailed with the expedition to China in 1840, and in 
January of the following year he co-operated at the attack upon Chuen- 
pee. In March ensuing he was at the capture of Canton, when he had 
command of the western division of boats. He also bore a conspicuous 
part at the second attack on Canton in May that year. His gallantry 
and able services obtained him his commission as captain, bearing 
date May, 1841, and in the October following he was further rewarded 
by being nominated a Companion of the Order of the Bath. He be- 
came rear-admiral on reserved half pay June 4 ,1861, and vice-admiral 
April 2, 1866.

Lieutenant-Colonel Robert Biddulph, Deputy Assistant Quarter- 
master-General, Royal Artillery, has been appointed secretary to the 
Right Hon. Edward Cardwell, with orders to take up his appointment 
forthwith. Colonel Biddulph, who is an officer of very high repute, 
joined the Royal Artillery, from the Royal Military Academy, in 
1853, and has since that date been almost constantly filling important 
staff appuintments on active service. Inthe Crimea he earned the 
medal and three clasps, with the Turkish medal and the Order of the 
Medjidie. He was in the campaign in India during 1857 and 1858, 
actively employed, being deputy assistant quartermaster-general, 
Royal Artillery, at the siege and capture of Lucknow, and was subse- 
quently in China at various engagements, ending in the capture of 
Peking, being many times honourably mentioned. Though only 
second captain in the regiment he was made brevet major in 1861 for 
his services in Chins, and in 1864 he was breveted lieutenant-colonel 
in recognition of his skill and bravery in India. He has occupied his 
present post at Woolwich since April, 1868, and has been constantly 
employed in improving the organisation of the corps, and advancing 
the efficiency of the army, his latest special service being upon the 
ataff during the autumn manauvres.

THE LOSS OF THE TROOP-SHIP “ MEGERA.” 

Now that the public mind has been relieved from appre- 
hension lest the stranding of the Megera might ba attended 
with loss of life we may with decency pause, and count the 
cost of that scandalous disaster. Not that it is very easy 
for anybody to calculate such a charge, because the undis- 
guised insouciance of the Government on this, as on some 
other subjects, has cost Mr. GoscHEN’s administration of the 
Admiralty much that he could not afford to lose, and must 
also have told injuriously on the prestige of our maritime 
supremacy in the mind of every nationality East or West. 
The incidents of the stranding of the Afegera, from the time 
when she was despatched to the moment she was lost, must 
be so immediately in the recollection of our readers that few 
words are required to recapitulate how the Megera was 
twenty-five years old when despatched; how, fifteen years 
ago, she was so depreciated as to be placed at the bottom 
of the list of troop, not store, ships; how she was then “re- 
ported ” as possibly able to last eighteen months longer ; how, 
in this present year of grace, she was selected for service, 
but got no further than Plymouth before her miserable con- 
dition induced her commander, on the respectful remon- 
strance of the crew, to represent her unseaworthiness to the 
Admiralty ; how the commander got reproved for his “ offi- 
ciousness ;” how he and his men sailed dauntlessly out in 
loyal obedience to his unfeeling chief, with ports leaking, 
seams open, and decks flooded ; and how, in due course, (or 
rather, owt of due course, for the wretched “tub” could not 
be steered) she was wrecked on the Island of St. Paul, thank 
Heaven, without ultimate loss of life. Owing to the zeal 
and promptitude of the P. and O. Company, the complete- 
ness of whose arrangements put the Admiraly to the blush, 
every soul was got off the wreck ; every life that had been 
inhumanly risked on board the hulk (oddly enough named 
after one of the three goddesses whose especial function it 
was to punish inhumanity) was saved, and Mr. GuapsTtone 
and Mr. Goscuen could draw their breath—and their salaries 
—once more. 

But the bill! what JoszpH Hume used to call the “ tottle 
of the whole "—what is the cost at which the rescue of all 
that was worth saving in this shameless catastrophe has been 
effected? If ever, to use a common phrase, Providence was 
“tempted,” it was when the Meycera was despatched with its 
human freight ; and to have saved these we are sure no Eng- 
lishman will grudge the amount it is estimated to have cost— 
startling as it is—a quarter of a million of money. This is 
without bringing into account the value of the Megera herself, 
for we reckon that as nothing—or rather at a quarter of a mil- 
lion less than nothing, as an “ economical” Government han- 
dled her. Still, if her hull had been sold to be broken up, it 
would have fetched something ; and her cargo, stores, and 
furniture, a great deal more. Neither will anybody grudge 
the sum charged by the P. and 0. Oompany for the services 
of their steamer JMalacca, large as it seems at first sight, being 
no less, we believe, than £4,500 per mensem, exclusive of coal. 
Some allowance must also be made to the Oberon, which 
called at St. Paul’s, en route to London ; too late, however, 
to render any service. The Malacca did her work nobly, 
and it must be a great consolation for Mr. GoscHEN to reflect 
that so splendid a fleet as the P. and 0.’s is at his service (for 
@ consideration), whenever he chooses to make another “ eco- 
nomical” experiment. But by yielding to the insidious 

ouncils which prompted him to send the Jfega@ra to sea, he 
has cast an indelible slur on his administrative judgment. 
The mythological Jfegera wore snakes in her hair—we think 
there must be snakes about the head, particularly near the 
ears, of the Admiralty. 


Tax departare of Mr. J. Loupon, lately appointed Go- 


vernor-General of Java, has been postponed until next 
moath. 
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We understand that negotiations are in progress between 
our postal authorities and the Government of France as to 
the conveyance of the India and China Mails through France 
and the Mont Cenis Tunnel to Brindisi. The German autho- 
rities are using their best efforts to induce our Government 
to continue the present route by the Brenner Pass, but it will 
be impossible for this service to compete in point of time 
with the Mont Cenis. It is expected that the time of transit 
will be shortened by two days, and that the despatch of the 
homeward mails from India, China, and Australia, by the P. 
and O. Co.’s steamers will be put forward that time. The 
outward mail from London will be despatched on Friday, as 
heretofore, but the Southampton steamer will have to be 
despatched earlier. The overland route through Egypt to 
Alexandria will be continued. When the present negotia- 
tions are completed, the P. and O. Company’s “Time-table 
for 1872” will be published. 


Sir Richarp MacDonnett, the Governor of Hong Kong, 
we understand, will leave by the mail of the 27th inst. Sir 
Epmunp Horny has obtained an extension of leave to May, 
when, according to present arrangements, he will proceed to 
Shanghai and resume his post of Chief Judge in China and 
Japan. Mr.CHatoner Auapaster, Vice-Consul at Shanghai, 
will return to his post by an early mail. The death of Mr. 
Joun Markuam, Acting Consul at Shanghai, but whose post 
was that of Consul at Chefoo, is noticed in another column. 


Some of our friends in the Straits may be glad to know 
that his Excellency Sir Harry Orp has obtained a further 
extension of leave, and will not leave thia country until 
January next. The appointment of Mr. SipeReaves as 
Chief Justice of the Straits Settlements, in succession to Sir 
Benson MaxWELL, has been gazetted. Mr. Smpareaves is a 
barrister of some fourteen years’ standing, and has been 
chiefly in practice in Liverpool and on the Northern circuit. 





TELEGRAMS have been received announcing the arrival of 
the Investigator, Captain Halpin, at Anjer on the 5th inst., 
and after laying the cable across the Straits of Sunda, to 
connect Anjer with Sumatra, she will proceed to lay her 
section of the Australian cable. If all goes well, we may 
hear of the completion of the work in the first week in De- 
cember. The vessels engaged on this service, besides the 
Investigator, are the Edinburgh and Hibernia. 





WE have already announced the completion of the Sub- 
marine Cables of the Great Northern Company between the 
Russian shores of the Pacific, Nagasaki, and Shanghai. The 
land lines from St. Petersburg to Wladiwostok (Possiette 
Bay), a distance of nearly 6,000 miles, are also complete, but 
the instruments and working staff are not yet ready fora 
pressure of messages. It is however a question of a few days 
only. 


THE SHAN-SIN-FAN. 

No one can question the force of the Rev. Mr. CHALMERS’s 
reasoning in his letter to the China Mai. It is quite im- 
possible to take any half views of our position in China. We 
cannot permit the Chinese Government to separate our mis- 
sionaries from the rest of Her Masesty’s subjects whom they 
are bound to protect by treaty ; and we cannot allow them to 
make new regulations infringing the missionaries’ privileges 
in the Far East, or to suffer placards and books tending to 
inflame the populace against them to be published without 
condign and open punishment. All temporising and plausible 
excuses have been worn out, and yet the evil is as great as 
ever—indeed it seems likely that an endeavour will be made 
to repress missionary enterprise altogether when the Chinese . 
Government thinks it has formed a party strong enough to 
carry that point. No time is therefore to be lost in establishing 
beyond dispute, and at whatever cost, the position of Christian 
missionaries in China. We can well imagine the reluctance 
with which Mr. Cuatmers feels himself compelled to call 
upon our Government to “ enforce the good behaviour” of the 

derati. Of course this meaus that we must put down their 
present agitation and protect the missionaries from such 
machinations as the SHan-sin-Fan and other “weak inven- 
tions of the enemy at any cost.” And if this be done imme- 
diately and with a strong hand, we agree with Mr. CHALMERS 
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that it may prove an easy and bloodless undertaking. But, in 
order that this may be the case, it is necessary that all Chris- 
tian countries should unite on common ground in the re- 
construction of the parts of the Treaty which refer to religion. 
There can be no distinction between Protestants and Roman 
Catholics without danger to both. We believe that our own 
clergy would meet with the earnest co-operation of the Ro- 
man Catholics, whose missionaries, Dr. Minnz, the coadjutor 
of Dr. Morrison in China, describes as possessing “great learn- 
ing, personal virtues,and ardent zeal.” It is certain that what- 
ever may be the differences of creed, the Catholics have one 
great advantage over the missionaries of our own religion— 
their interests and progress are watched and promoted with 
anflagging zeal by the dignitaries of their Church, while our 
own Bishops unfortunately never open their lips to plead for 
any sort of protection for their humbler but more zealous 
brethren, in that branch of the Legislature where they are 
supposed to sit to represent religion in its interests both at 
home and abroad. Even the services of the Bishop of Vic- 
ToRIA (Hong Kong) have been lost for the last two years, 
owing to a squabble with the Church Missionary Society as 
to the appointment of a second or North China Bishop. 





Foreign Intelligence, 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Rorrerpam, Oct. 11. 


The sectionfreport upon the Colonial Budget has at last been pub- 
lished. It is said that the delay in its issue hus been caused by the 
slowness of Mr. Heemskerk Azn, one of the reporters, and as the Mi- 
nisters have still to answer to the report, it is impossible that the Budget 
can be passed by both the Chambers and reach Java before the Ist of 
January. Some members who foresaw this urged, according to the report, 
that the Budget should be laid before the members one month before 
the opening of the session, to ensure its arriving in due time in India. 
The tenour of the report is as ordinary. There are some members who 
disapprove, there are others who applaud, the measures of the Minister. 
But there is a general complaint of the condition of our East India 
colonies, which is very bad. Our authority—I cite—has been weak. 
ened almost cverywhere. The utmost uncertainty prevailed about the 
finances. The rian Law and the Sugar Law have not given any 
practical result. The Agrarian Law—once the ground of hope for a 
better future—is even stigmatised as useless, because there are in Java 
neither free farmers, capital, nor confidence. Useful and necessary public 
works have not been constructed, notwithstanding that the money was 
granted for this purpose. Trade and induatry do not flourish, and a 
want of confidence and a sort of malaise prevails amongst the popula- 
tion. You see that there isa great difference of opinion between the 
Minister and the M.P.s. You will remember that Mr. van Bosse stated 
in the Speech from the Throne that it was all couleur de rose in India. 
The debate on the Budget will be very warm, and the Minister will have 
to meet an enormous number of complaints, which I think in most cases 
are well founded. 

The Second Chamber is now occupied with the discussion about the 
Bill by which a subsidy is asked of f.600,000 a-year for ten years for a 
steam line between Flushing and America. This, of course, is nota 
party question, but rather a local one. For instance, the Rotterdam 
members are the great opponents of this Bill, because early next year 
small steamers will run between this town and New York, and they do 
not wish the State to compete with private undertakings. The members 
who represent Zeeland are, on the contrary, warm promoters of the Bill, 
because Flushing and their whole province will be favoured by the 
measure, The opinions of the other members are divided, and there 
are both Liberals and Conservatives in the ranks of the antagonists and 
promoters. Of course it is impossible to foretell what will be the result 
of the division, but I guess that it will be an unfavourable one, the greatest 
objection being—as was stated by the Minister of the Financial Depart- 
ment—that we have no money. 

Both in foreign and in home papers we find rumours of a Ministerial 
crisis. If we may believe these correspondents—which 1 do not—then 
we are on the eve of a Radical Cabinet. Others there are who state 
tbat we shall be favoured with a ministry: Van Zuylen-Heemskerk, 
with a sharp Ultramontane tint, and even Mr. Groen, the Caser of the 
anti-revolutionists (the orthodox Protestants), called the last speech of 
the Earl van Zuylen a discours-ministre. You see we may choose be- 
tween a “‘ Red” or a Tory Cabinet; but I think it best not to believe 
these on dits. 

The Bill to levy aun income-tax, which was laid before the Second 
Chamber by Mr. Blusse, has made a very bad impression. To levy two per 
cent. upon the annual income is regarded as much too high, even taking 
into account that the license-tax and the meat-duty is abolished. The 
Liberal papers'are very slow in giving their opinion upon the measure, 
whilst the Conservatives pronounce at once a most unfavourable 
opinion upon it. But the principal question is that we want money, 
because our treasury isempty. Year after year we have thrown away 
our millions for naval and military purposes, and now that we have 
come to the conviction that all must again be reorganised, of course we 
want more millions. But now the nation grumbles ; instead of squeez- 
ing the Javanese, the people must pay themselves. The Dutch are very 
quiet, very content; but you must not touch their money, which they 
love above all things else. 
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In our military circles asort of scandal has made a sengatior. Some 
months ago a certain Captain Jansen—well known in the East Indies— 
published an article about a nonsensical military question. The autho- 
rities, Prussian-like, were very angry, and Mr. Jansen was persecuted, 
but without result. But some weeks after he was acquitted he was 
summoned before a court-martial, and the result was that Mr. Jansen 
was released from his duties, not honourably, and the King granted 
him a pension of about £20 a-year. Mr. Jansen now asks for employ- 
ment, and states that he did nothing against military law beyond writ- 
ing the said article. The public, however, mistrusts his statements ; 
they think it impossible that a whole family should be sacrificed for so 
miserable a reason. The question is not very clear, and we wait for 
further information, which will be given hy the Second Chamber, whose 
members are dealing with this matter. A storm of indignation will 
arise if Mr. Jansen’s statements are correct. : 

The shareholders of the Dutch Trading Company will meeton the 8th 
of November, in the Amstel Hotel, at Amsterdam, in order to decide 
whether the company will continue operations for another term of 
twenty-five vears or not. Our money market is very dull. The Bank 
directors have, contrary to the prevailing opinion, not yet raised the 
rate of discount, and the minimum is still fixed at 3 per cent. In the 
market for public securities a feeling of less apprehension, of course, 
has been apparent; quotations, although not showing any important 
decline, are, however, in a somewhat depressed condition. The financial 
position in England and Germany destroys confidence and checks 
speculation. 

Returns of our trade daring 1870 have been published, stating that 
the imports in that year reached the amount of f.654,735,466, against 
f.575,920,713 in 1869. The exports in 1870 amounted to f,539,366, 689, 
against f.507,290,378. The exports to Great Britain amounted to 
152 millions, against 141 millions in 1860; whilst the imports from 
the United Kingdom were 206 millions, against 159 millions in 1869. 

The Kolnische Zeitung published some days ago a correspondence 
from Arnheim. The writer of this singular letter ascertains that ru- 
mours are circulating that Prince Bismark hes done his best to engage 
the Dutch Government to join the German league, but that our Govern- 
ment has refused. This he regrets; he thinks the state both of the 
mother country and the colonies most deplorable, because the supply of 
money by the squeezing system is stopped, and the English are busy 
creating a revolution in Java, in order to secure these rich colonies for 
themselves. He thinks it nece-sary that a powerful state should assist 
us in order to frustrate these plans of John Bull. The editor of the 
Kolnische Zeitung makes the comment that he does not believe the ideas 
of his correspondent are widely spread in Holland. 

The departure of the steamer Prins Hendrik to Java has been de- 
layed ; in consequence of the strike on the Clyde the steamer cannot 
be ready in due time. The vessel will now sail between the 10th and 
15th of November. 

A curious story circulates in the Hague. You will remember that 
some time ago the bones of the officers who died when defending the 
Citadel of Antwerp were transported, with great solemnity, to Holland. 
The Belgian Government were most friendly, and, of course, some 
crosses Ought to have been conferred by our King on the Belgian offi- 
cers. It has, however, transpired that the leading General was a de- 
serter from the Dutch army, and, of course, his Majesty could not 
confer on him the sign of Virtus nobtlitat. What a carious blunder of 
the Belgian Government ! 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

A healthy tone continues to prevail for most of the leading articles, 
and a fair amount of business has upon the whole been doing since my 
last. The indigo sales went off in accordance with the anticipations and 
at full prices, compared with the Jate market value. Cotton and Tin 
haveadvanced. Sugar has also further improved In value, and enjoys a 
good demand. . 

CorFeE continues to be well thought of, and more inquiry has mani- 
fested itself in the last few days, but no sellers are to be met with of 
Tradiug Company’s Java at the prices of the late public sale, which 
would be currently paid. The pale sorts are especially sought after. 
The Trading Company’s October sale has not yet been advertised, but 
will probably take place on the 25th inst. About 1,000 bags Java, 
ex ’s Gravenhage, changed hands at 42c., and 1,012 bags, ex Nyuerheid, 
on secret terms, whilst 1,300 bags, ex Henrietta Adriana, were sold at 
various prices. 

SuGak.—The market continues to exhibit a firm appearance, conse- 
quent upon the delay experienced in getting supplies of new Beet Sugar, 
which creates a good demand for Cane Sugar. Sules have been making 
of Java of current numbers, available for present delivery at f.4 to f.3 
above the currency of the September sale, whilst some transactions have 
also been concluded in floating Java of the new crop at f.4 above 
September. Nothing is being offered for immediate delivery. A sale is 
mentioned of about 11,000 Mats Syrups afloat, supposedly at £184. 

CoTton,—The demand has assumed increased animation, and the 
market has been very buoyant, export buyers and speculators both ope- 
rate freely, Prices of American advanced about 3c., and of East 
Indian 2c.
